Sailing from theſe Iflands to Epirus, they 
found reigning there Hellenus, one of King 
Priam's Sons, who had married his Brother 
Heffor's Wife, as has been before recited, by 

whom they were kindly entertained with all 
manner of Refreſhments, diſmiſſed with rich 
Preſents, and directed how they ſhould ſteer 
their Courſe to Traly, with the Dangers they 
were likely to meet in that Voyrge, and b 
what means they ſhould avoid them, an 
eſpecially Scy/la and Charybdis, lying in the 
narrow Streight of the Sea, between Sicily and 
Traly, ſeianed by the Poets to be Sea-monſters, 
that drowned and devoured Mariners. 

And now, becauſe theſe Names very often 
occur in Poetry and Hiſtory, it may not be 
amiſs to give a brief Deſcription of them. 
Scylla was feigned by the Poets, to be a 
beautiful Nymph, beloved by GHu eus, a Sea- 
God, who for her ſake forſook Galatea, an In- 
chantreſs, who therefore by Art Magick, in 
Revenge, cauſed her to be ſurrounded by 
barking Dogs, and turned into a Sea-monſter, 
But it is no more than a deep Rocky Cave, 
on the Coaſt of Calabria, in Italy, which being 
beaten upon by the foaming Surges, makes it 
8 found at a Diſtance, like the Yelping or Bark 
"ing of Dogs ; and occaſions a king of Eddy 
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| zroid Charybdis, were uſually loſt upon &ylla.
